Invasion of equine refugees from 
Europe and im portation of increas­ 
i n g numbers of South American 
horses, schooled and raced on the 
tu rf courses of their own coun­ 
tries, promise* to stim ulate flat 
ratin g over the beautiful A rling­ 
ton Park grass course this year, 
predicted M ajor L. A. Beard, di­ 
rector of racing at the 
ranking 
mid-west meeting, today. 


Arlington Park is graced with 
one of the two flat tu rf racing 
courses in the United States, and 
the only one in 
the 
northern 
United States racing sector. H ia­ 
leah 
I‘ark, 
the . w inter 
racing 
^grounds in Florida, also has a 
grass course and presents flat rac­ 
ing on it. 


Shipment of scores of horses 
which have raced on 
the grass 
„ courses of England and France to 
America since last sum m er’s out­ 
break of w ar has boomed the de­ 
mand here for tu rf racing on the 
flat. Horses from the Argentine, 
Chile and other South American 
tu rf strongholds have been im port­ 
ed in the past two years. 


M ajor Beard declared th at plans 
are being developed to expand the 
tu rf racing program at Arlington. 
Last year but three races a week 
over the grass course were pre­ 
sented.

during

meet from June 24 through July 
27, an effort will be made to race 
over the tu rf track daily.

Racing Secretary R. S. Shelley 
has included in his special program 
of distance races graded up to two 
miles a test of a mile and a quar­ 
te r over A rlington’s grass course.

At Five Cents A Gallon 
Attractive — but 


The gib tongue of two attendants 
at a D-X gas sendee station, cor­ 
ner of Elston and Hamlin ave., got 
John Hillock of Palatine into a lot 
of trouble this w'eek. 
Albert Mathey, 4763 N. Winches­ 
ter, 25. owner of the gas station 
and Henry Kriens, 616 Shakespeare 
ave., were taken into custody by 
the County highway police follow­ 
ing the “confession” of Hillock. 
Following a hearing Wednesday 
afternoon at the Morton Grove 
police station, the case was con­ 
tinued one week. 
Hillock is alleged trying his first 
“job” of stealing gas from under­ 
ground storage tank of a service 
station early Friday morning w hen 
two county officers appeared on the 
scene and nipped in the bud plans 
of Hillock to make a living out of 
an easy and safe racket that had 
been painted to him by two Chica­ 
go gas station attendants. 
County Officers McDonough and 
O’Donnell 
were 
patrolling 
the 
Northwest highway shortly after 
3 a. rn. when they noticed a car 
parked at the bulk plant of the 
Gaare Oil Co., opposite the race 
track. Hillock was 
the driver of 
the car. He exnlained to the officers 
that he had thrown a blanket over 
the hood of the car and was run­ 
ning the motor in order to thaw' it 
oui. 
The officers discovered two 55 
gallon steel tanks in the rear of 
the car and a hose extending from 
the tanks to the underground stor­ 
age tank from which the cap had 
been removed. Beneath the hood of 
the car, the officers discovered a 
centrifugal pump operated by the 
fan belt.

Hillock was taken to the Pala­ 
tine police station and later to the 
Morton Grove station. There was 
no gas in the steel drums because 
the storage tank was empty. He 
explained to the officers th at the 
two Chicago men had engineered 
the entire plan, even to fitting up 
the car with drum s and pump.

Dr. W. A. Maicr Says 
Ignorance of After 
Death Blights Hope 


Ignorance and superstition con­ 
cerning what happens after death 
are blighting the lives of millions 
of people, Dr. W alter A. Maier of 
Concordia Seminary said Sunday 
in his nation-wide Lutheran Hour 
broadcast. 
The theologian, whose sermons 
are now heard on 17l stations in 
seven lands, asserted the resurrec­ 
tion of Christ is positive proof of 
eternal life for ail men who be­ 
lieve and he urged the clergy to 
unite in propagating this faith and 
counteracting 
the 
influence 
of 
spiritism. 
“Rejection of the E aster victory,” 
he continued, “leaves men without 
moral or spiritual hope. Every de­ 
nial of the resurrection has proved 
unwarranted and many of the skep­ 
tic s who set out to disprove its 
truth have instead been convinced 
of its authenticity. The record of 
the resurrection is more widely and 
definitely attested than most of the 
major events of the first century, 
which are accepted as facts.” 
Referring to efforts of men to de­ 
vise their own methods of seeing 
beyond the grave, Dr. Maier point­ 
ed out that magicians and practi­ 
tioners of the occult sciences have 
failed repeatedly to establish com­ 
munications with departed spirits 
of fellow-magicians, yet many peo­ 
ple are more willing to depend on 
such efforts than they are on the 
proved truth of the risen Saviour.

Every Carden Should

Manure should not, however, be 
used for the onion crop. In any 
case, use a good garden fertilizer, 
raking in about ten pounds to 
every two hundred square feet.

The stream of building energy, 
frozen up by the coldest January 
since 1918 in the Chicago region, 
released its pent up force in Febru­ 
ary with extraordinary results. The 
permits issued by seventy-seven 
communities reporting to Bell Sav­ 
ings Building and Loan association 
survey 
amounted 
to 
$3,517,451, 
making this the largest February 
since the beginning of records in 
1931. 
While it is true 
that 
several 
large and unusual projects contrib­ 
uted to this result, the February 
showing still would be one of the 
best on record if these were elim ­ 
inated. The increase in home build­ 
ing in February, 1949, over Febru­ 
ary, 1959, is 88 per cent 
in the 
number of homes sraried and 84 
per cent in the value. The average 
cost per home, as frequently noted 
in previous surveys, is steadily de­ 
clining. 
The financing of small homes 
under Title I, Class 3 of the amend­ 
ed National Housing Act is now 
assuming real importance in su­ 
burban building. 
It began only 
last August so that its possibili­ 
ties are far from being fully real­ 
ized, especially that the homes be­ 
ing built in tliis way are attract­ 
ive in appearance, provided with 
plumbing 
and 
well 
constructed. 
One community, however, had in 
February eighteen home loans in

The driver of a vehicle involved 
in any other type of accident 
must immediately stop without 
unnecessary interference with 
traffic and return to the scene 
to perform certain additional 
duties.

“To other dairymen, 1940 will be 
a significant year.” the specialists 
continued, “because it will mark 
the beginning of a constructive 
program. The problem of disease 
eradication will be tackled, pro­ 
duction records will be kept for the 
fir-t time and tne close of the year 
will see a substantial increase in 
the number of cooperative breed­ 
ing associations.” 
Many cooperators will find new- 
uses for dairy herd improvement 
association records, the dairy spec­ 
ialists predict. “Their value in prov­ 
ing herd sires, studying cow’ fam­ 
ilies and making herd analyses will 
be more appreciated. Members will 
sense the imjiortance of cooperat­ 
ing with the tester to make associa­ 
tion records just as valuable and 
accurate as possible. 
“Competition in the field occupied 
by leading dairymen and dairy 
cattle breeders is not keen, because 
only a few have the desire and en­ 
ergy to follow the long-time con­ 
structive plan. A dairy improve­ 
ment program can not be started 
and completed in one year because 
it is a long-time project.”

Nutritionists as yet haven’t been 
able to catch up with all the things 
for which this vitamin is good, 
says Miss Herta Breiter, research 
assistant in nutrition, University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
but tests have shown that it has a

W arranty Deeds.—Next to hav­ 
ing their personal liberties defined 
and protected, people are perhaps 
mote interested in securing prop­ 
el ty titles than in anything else. 
Tin security of title to real estate 
depends not only upon existing 
facts which affect it, but also upon 
th* convenants or promises made 
to the purchaser by the seller. Facts 
may subsequently disclose that the 
title taken by a purchaser was faul­ 
ty but if the man who sold it war­ 
ranted a good title, the buyer has 
recourse against him, either to 
make him clear the title or for 
damages in case the property is 
lost. 
Two kinds of warranties may be 
made by a seller—express and im­ 
plied. 
Express 
warranties 
are 
those contained in writing in the 
deed. Implied warranties are those 
that will bt implied in law from 
the nature of the instrument, even 
though they are not mentioned in 
it. For example, when a farmer 
contracts to sell seed corn, there 
is an implied warranty that it 
will grow. 
Since the public is interested in 
securing property titles, the Illinois 
legislature in 1872 provided that: 
“Deeds for the conveyance of 
land may be substantially in the 
following form: 
“The grantor (here insert name 
or names and place of residence), 
for and in consideration of (here 
insert consideration) in hand paid, 
conveys and warrants to (here in­ 
sert the grantee’s name or names) 
the following described real estate 
(h o e insert description), situated 
in the county of 
................., in 
the state of Illinois. 
“Dated this 
day of................, 
A. D. IS........ 
A.B. (L.S.)” — iL.S. 
stands for “seal”) 
The law further provides that 
every deed substantially 
in this 
form, when otherwise duly execut­ 
ed, shall be regarded as a sufficient 
conveyance in fee simple to the 
grantee, his heirs and assigns, and 
that the following convenants will 
be implied on tho part of the seller 
o: grantor: 
1. That at the time of delivering 
the deed, he had an indefeasible es­ 
tate in fee simple, with the right 
and power to convey. 
2. That the property was at that 
time free from incumbrances. 
3. That the grantee will have 
quiet and peaceable possession and 
that the grantor will defend the 
title against a1! persons lawfully 
claiming it. 
'Die laws referred to may be 
found in the Illinois Revised Sta­ 
tutes Chapter 30, Section 8.

For one thing, they say that 
aside from aiding sleep and abat­ 
ing nervousness, it is very likely 
that the vitamin plays an import­ 
ant role in the body’s use of fat. 
Moreover there is a strong possi­ 
bility that it can offset certain 
types of anemia, since it seems to 
work hand-in-glove with the red 
blood cells in the body. One invest­ 
igator even found by feeding the 
pure vitamin to patients that he 
could cure their chilblains. 
Chief sources of this vitamin are 
lard and egg yolk. Plant oils such 
as soybean, cottonseed and corn 
oil, when used as oils 
for salad 
dressing, are very rich in the vit­ 
amin, but if put through a com­ 
mercial hardening process, appear 
to lose all the vitamin which may 
have been present.

Boarder Cow Proves 
Expensive Guest 
“Cooperative marketing associa­ 
tions, effective and 
efficient as 
they may be, can never obtain milk 
prices sufficiently high to make 
the boarder cow in the dairy herd 
show a profit,” declared Wilfred 
Shaw, director of milk marketing 
for the Illinois Agricultural Assoc­ 
iation, in a recent talk to Winne­ 
bago county dairymen. 
For a profitable dairy enterprise, 
Shaw said, there is need for: 
(1) efficient production of milk 
through the retention of only 
good cows in the herd 
and 
through proper feeding: 
(2) collective selling of milk thru 
cooperative marketing associa­ 
tions; 
(3) more efficient methods of milk 
processing and delivery to re­ 
duce the spread between pro­ 
ducer and consumer; 
(4) a state and national advertis­ 
ing program to promote great­ 
er use and consumption of 
milk and dairy products; and 
(5) continued and increased fed­ 
eral and state supervision of 
fluid markets, particularly to 
achieve greater uniformity of 
prices paid to farmers and to 
equalize the costs of milk to 
dealers. 
Only six per cent of the cow' 
population of Winnebago county 
is represented in Winnebago coun­ 
ty’s three dairy herd improvement 
associations, .Shaw said. Last year 
these cows produced 320 pounds of 
butterfat, compared to only 172 
pounds produced by all cows in Il­ 
linois. According to George An­ 
derson, native of 
Denmark

fieldman for the Mid-West Dairy­ 
men’s Association of Rockford, 46 
per cent oi all cows in Denmark 
are in dairy herd improvement as­ 
sociations, while only a fraction of 
one per cent of Illinois’ cows are 
included in such associations.

In State Tournament 


Kenneth Menke, Dundee’s high 
scoring guard, has been selected 
by Pat Harmon, Sports authority 
of Champaign, as a member of the 
all-state cage team of 1940. One 
university coach who saw Menke 
perform at the state tournament 
said he was the fastest big boy he 
ever saw in action. 
Andy Phillip, great star of the 
Granite City state champions, dom­ 
inated the state tournament more 
than any single player since Louis 
Boudreau in 1932. 
He was the 
stand out choice. 
The other three members of the 
all-state team did not play in the 
state tournament. Dwight Eddle- 
man of Centralia became one of 
the few sophomores 
ever to be 
named all state. As a freshman in 
1939 he set a state 
tournament 
scoring record for a single game 
by making 24 points. Ed Parker 
of Morton, rated by his coach as 
the best offensive player he ever 
trained, gained an all-state first 
team position.
